times religious figures take the place if 
the letters. 
Pore Hue called the my st» - 
nous tiling “ the tree of a thousand 
iinng’w*, ” 
These images are found mi 
the Laves, on the stems and on ti e 
trunk. 
Near the temple of Buddha, in 
the 
village 
of 
Liousar, Tib et, this 
great tree has stood tor y ears, the plague 
and tin* puzzle of all the b otanists who 
have ever received the gift of faith. 
A great antiquity was given to the 
tree; indeed it was claimed that it had 
xisted from time immemorial 
But an 
ivestigiition not many y ears ago proved 
thi' images oil the tree to tie takes. 1 tie 
tr ick was simple enough, like every oth- 
r trick when it is found out.

nights a lama, endowed with aerolatie 
power, with his pockets full of hand 
amps, climb ed all through the tree 
and stamped the leaves w ith all sorts of 
holy images and characters, the most 
numerous b eing the following formula:

“ He« wch us!” cried the men. 
“ You really mean it?” 
“ Yes.” 
“ Very well, hut if any one ob jects let 
him go to the gallery , and I guarantee 
that he shall not he turned aw ay .” 
Only live of the 300 went up stairs, 
and the others were thoroughly search­ 
ed b y experienced men.

The bristling energy of the British 
adm iralty seems to have behind it some­ 
thing 
more 
than 
the 
complications 
which made the Fashoda incident its 
in itial excuse. 
The activity of dock­ 
yards and arsenals, the mobilization oi 
battleships, cruisers and torpedo boats, 
and the “ stand by” orders issued to the 
unemployed personnel, must mean the 
preparation ter an emergency greater 
than now stands revealed. 
At no time w ithin tne last two years 
has the active fleet of the empire been 
unequal to any demands that could he 
made upon it by the first shock of a 
conflict w ith 
France single 
handed 
Under the “ two power theory” which 
has kept England’s naval strength su­ 
perior to that of any two of the other 
great sea powers, her fighting squadrons 
have been more than equal to what 
France or Russia alone could array. 
From either she has nothing to fear, 
nor need her preparations take on auv 
unwonted activity. If, however, a com­ 
bination has been formed and the pres­ 
ent settlement of the Marchand ques­ 
tion is only a prelim inary to the re­ 
opening of the whole Egyptian ques­ 
tion, in which France is said to have 
the support of Russia, or if the claim « 
of Russia in the east are to be given the 
active support of France, then the mob­ 
ilization of men and material may ho 
understood. 
W ith in a few years Great Britain has 
demonstrated her enormous naval pos­ 
sibilities. 
The jubilee review was the 
most marvelous parade of transferable 
force the world has ever known, and 
when the ease with which her lute port 
guard squadron was assembled is re­ 
membered the present orders for mob­ 
ilization must he accepted more as a 
proof of her immediate readiness than 
as a measure of her resources. 
The orders so far given provide for 
the assemblage at Devonport of seven 
battleships and one cruiser; to supple­ 
ment these, rix 
80 knot torpedo boat 
destroyers are to he commissioned, and 
all 
the 
battleships and 
cruisers at 
Portsmouth are taking full crews. This 
last is so distinctly a war measure tliar. 
its meaning is most pregnant, and when 
its significance is fortified by orders 
just issued to send home from the chan­ 
nel squadron, now at Gibraltar, a large 
number of thu fleet signalmen, little 
doubt remains that the adm iralty is 
preparing to commission not only many 
vessels in reserve, tint probably some of 
the auxiliary cruisers. 
The dockyards at Portsmouth, I)ev 
onport and Chatham are working day 
and night; the W oolwich arsenal is 
energizing its possible output; 
over­ 
time has been ordered on new cruisers, 
like the Europa and Andromeda, and 
it Dover among other reported places, 
an experimental mobilization of the de­ 
fences has been carried out w ith m ark­ 
ed success. 
The postponement of naval maneuvers 
this year leaves England with a great 
reserve of coal, and though many ex­ 
cuses were offered for this unusual de­ 
parture m fleet instruction it is under­ 
stood that the authorities have felt that 
something more real than the maneuvers 
of A and B squadrons might at any mo­ 
ment, from complications in the Y el­ 
low sea and in the Mediterranean, de 
maud a prudence of expenditure in this 
“ life of the ship. ” Luck ily the British 
fleet need not suffer from a fuel famine. 
The most recent experiences of En g ­ 
land in naval war preparations were the 
results of misunderstandings with Ger 
many 011 the Transvaal question, which 
followed closely upon the idle threat 
made in a moment of hot patriotism 
and misguided wisdom. It may be well 
to recall it, quoting the wonjs of an 
American naval officer: 
“ When, under the shock of a dis­ 
turbed diplom acy,” he writes, “ En g ­ 
land was called upon to employ a flying 
squadron needing 8,000 men and 
to 
commission 
other 
vessels 
requiring 
2,500 men the high possibilities of her 
sj. stem were revealed. The flying squad 
ron wib ready for war service in a few 
days— surely in less than a week— and 
the other ships wi re quickly and effi­ 
ciently organized for any sudden order. 
‘ ‘ Notwithstanding 
this sudden 
de 
mand the admiralty had no difficulty 111 
maintaining at tie ir efficient strength 
the crews of the fleet reserve and of the 
dockyard r< -* rve ships 
in 
the home 
porta. 
In addition, thousands of men 
undcrgoiug gunm ry and torpedo 
in 
struct inn were in no w a y interfered 
with and enough men were available at 
the general d< pot. - to commission at 
short notice three first class battleship» 
and four first class or six second class 
cruisers. 
“ Nor was it found necessary to re­ 
duce the strength of the British foreign 
squadrons to attain at home this satis­ 
factory state of affairs, for, besides the 
fact that the squadrons on their respec­ 
tive stations were stronger in ships and 
men than they had ever been before, 
there was an unprecedented number of 
ve.'-el- homeward bound.” — New York 
Herald.
